Senator McDonald's mind was 
perfectly clear, and at the close he said 
he desired the communion as a testi­ 
mony of his faith in Christ. 
He shook 
hands with all present, and said that 
now he would receive no more visitors. 
Shortly afterward he fell into an un­ 
conscious state, in which he remained 
till his death. 
[Joseph Ewing McDonald was born in Butler 
Aunty, O., August 99, ISIG. and taken to Mont­ 
gomery county, Ind., in 18^6. At the age of 12 
years, after a brief period 
in the village 
schools, he was apprenticed at the saddlers’ 
trade in Lafayette. 
While working at his 
trade he studied law, and when he finished his 
apprenticeship he 
wan prepared to enter 
Wabash college in the higher classics. In 1843 
he entered the law office of Zebulon Beard at 
Lafayette. The next year he was admitted to 
the bac. Before he received his license to 
practice he was nominated for county prose 
outor and elected over his whig competitor. 
This was the 
first 
election by the peo­ 
ple of prosecuting attorneys. Later, at the 
first election when attorney generals of the 
state were elected by the people, he was the 
choice. As attorney general he served two 
terms, and two years later was elected to con­ 
gress serving one term. In 1866 he was elected 
attorney general of the state and reelected 
in I860. 
Declining for the third time he 
resumed his law practice and the following 
year moved to Indianapolis. In 1864 he was his 
party's candidate for governor and canvassed 
the state in a joint debate with Morton. 
He 
was defeated, but there was cast a bigger vote 
than had been cast the two years previous. 
In 1875 he was elected to the United States 
senate. 
He failed to be his own successor, 
Benjamin Harrison being chosen. 
In his private life Mr. McDonald was at the 
head of one of the largest law firms in Indian­ 
apolis and one of the three foremost at the In­ 
diana bar. He was engaged in a good many 
prominent cases which have been tests as to 
the constitutionality of the law. 
Personally 
he 
was 
genial, 
kindly 
and 
winning. 
In 
speech 
he 
was 
forceful 
without 
passion. There was no deceit in his composi­ 
tion. He was well known all over the country, 
and familiars spoke of him as “Joe" or "Uncle 
Joseph.” He was married three times, two 
sons surviving of the four children of the first 
marriage. The great part of Mr McDonald’s 
life was his home life, for he was eminently a 
home man.I

Senators Jones and Stewart, of Nevada, 
were in consultation with the commit­ 
tee during the sessions. Saturday even­ 
ing the committee issued an address, in 
which it says: 
“The national silver committee desires to 
call the attention of the country to the object 
lesson which is being exhibited in the des­ 
perate struggle of the great financial lnstltu 
tions on both sides of the Atlantic to in­ 
crease the gold reserves 
to avoid bank 
ruptcy and ruin, and to the fact that any 
increase by one necessarily diminishes the 
reserves of others. For eighteen years the 
basis of credit in gold-standard countries 
has been growing narrower aa the single stand­ 
ard has been extended and the production of 
gold fallen off. while the structure of credit 
has been growing proportionately larger and 
more insecure, until the relation of credit to 
actual money, as disclosed in the Barings* 
failure, 
in 
gold 
standard 
England 
has 
alarmed the 
world and started anew the 
scramble 
for 
gold 
that 
threatens 
all business undertakings and stalks as a men­ 
ace to every legitimate enterprise. The rem 
edy is in the restoration of bimetalism. Place 
our money system again upon the broad basis 
of gold and silver as the money of ultimate re­ 
demption instead of gold alone. Support the 
credit system of the banks and the country by 
both the metals under free and unlimited 
coinage. A stable and not a fluctuating cur 
rency is required by legitimate business. Who 
can doubt that greater stability resides in 
money coined from the metals automatically 
regulated than in credit devices that Unlay are 
and to-morrow may vanish?** 
The committee says this is the para­ 
mount issue in this country and should 
he made such in the elections this year. 
All other issues are involved in this 
and cannot be separated from it.

The 
Christian woman said, “You open th at 
trunk, and you will see the heretic.” The 
persecutor opened the tru n k , and on the 
top of the linen of the tru n k he saw a glass. 
He said, “There is no heretic here.” “A h,” 
she said, “you look in the glass, and you 
will see the heretic!” As I take up the 
m irror of God’s word today would th a t in­ 
stead of seeing the prodigal son of the text 
we m ight see ourselves—our want, our 
wandering, our sin, our lost condition—so 
th at we m ight be as wise as this young 
man was, and say, “I will arise and go to 
my father.” 
IN SORROW ONE LONGS FOR A FATH ER. 
The resolution of this text was formed 
in disgust at his present circumstances. If 
this young man had been by his employer 
set to culturing flowers or training vines 
over an arbor or keeping account of the 
pork m arket or overseeing other laborers 
he would not have thought of going home. 
If he had had his pockets full of money, if 
he had been able to say, “ I have a thousand 
dollars n o w o f my own; w hat’s the use of 
my going back to my father’s house? do 
ou think I am going back to apologize to 
the old man? why he would put me on the 
limits; he would not have going on around 
the old place such conduct as I have been 
engaged in; I won’t go home; there is no 
reason why I should go home; I have 
plenty of money, plenty of pleasant su r­ 
roundings, why should I go home?” Ahi 
it was his pauperism, it was his beggary. 
He had to go home. 
Some m an comes and says to me: “W hy 
do you talk about the ruined state of the 
hum an soul? why don’t you speak about 
the progress of the Nineteenth century, 
aud talk of something more exhilarating?” 
t is for this reason: A man never wants 
ae gospel until he realizes he is in a fam­ 
ine struck stat*. Suppose I should come 
to you in your home and you are in good, 
sound, robust health, and I should begin 
to talk about medicines, and about how 
much better this medicine is than that, 
aud some other medicine than some other 
medicine, and talk about this physician 
and thaL physician. 
A fter a while yeu 
get tired, aud you would say: “I don’t 
want to hear about medicines. 
W hy de 
you talk to me of physicians? 
I never 
have a doctor.” 
But suppose I come into your house and 
find you severely sick, and I know the 
medicines th at will cure you, and I know 
the physician who is skillful enough tm 
meet your case. 
You say: “Bring on th at 
medicine; bring on th at physician. I am 
terribly sick, and I w ant help.” If I came 
to you and you feel you are all right in 
body, and all right in mind, and all right 
in soul you have need of nothing; but sup­ 
pose I 
have 
persuaded you th at the 
leprosy of sin is upon you, the worst of all 
sickness; oh, then you say: “Bring me th at 
balm of the gospel; bring me th at divine 
medicament; bring me Jesus C hrist.” 
B ut says some one in the audience, 
“How do you prove th a t we are in a ruined 
condition by sin?” 
Well, I can prove it in 
two ways, and you m ay have your choice. 
I can prove it by the statem ents of men or 
by the statem ent of God. 
W hich shall it 
be? You all say, “Let us have the state­ 
m ent of God.” 
W ell, he says in one place, 
“The heart is deceitful above all things and 
desperately wicked.” He says in another 
place, “W hat is m an th at he should be 
clean? and he which is born of a woman, 
th at he should be righteous?” 
He says in 
another place, “There is none th at doeth 
good, no, not one.” He says in another 
place, “As by one man sin entereth into 
the world, and death by sin, and so 
death passed upon all men, for th at 
all have sinned.” “W ell,” you say, “I am 
willing to acknowledge that, but why 
should I take the particular rescue th at 
you propose?” This is the reason, “Ex­ 
cept a man be born again he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.” This is the reason, 
“There is one nam e given under heaven 
among men whereby they may be saved.” 
Then there area thousand voicesbere ready 
lo say, “Well, I am ready to accept this 
help of the Gospel; I would like to have 
this divine cure, how shall I go to work?” 
Let me say th at a mere whim, an unde­ 
fined longing am ounts to nothing. 
You 
m ust have a stout, trem endous resolution 
like this young man of the text when he 
said, “ I will arise and go to my father.” 
TUE ABOUNDING MERCY OF GOD. 
“Oh!” says some man, “how do I know 
my father wants me? How do I know, if 
I go back, I would be received?” 
“Oh!” 
gays some man, “you don’t know where I 


shall be no Alps.” T hat wonderful pass 
was laid out which has been the won­ 
derm ent of all the years since—the won­ 
derm ent 
of all engineers. 
And you 
tell me there are such m ountains of sin be- I 
tween your soul and God, there is no 
mercy. Then I see Christ waving his hand 
toward the m ountains. 
I bear him say, 1 
“I will come over the m ountains of thy sin 
and the hills of thy iniquity.” There shall 
be no Pyrenees; there shall be no Alps. 
Again, I notice th at this resolution of the 
young man of the text was founded in sor- j 
row at his misbehavior. 
It was not mere 
physical plight. 
It was grief th at he had 
j so m altreated his father. 
It is a sad thing 
after a father has done everything for a 
child to have th at child be ungrateful. 
How sharper than a serpent’s tooth, it is, 
To have a thankless child. 
That is Shakespeare. 
“A foolish son i 
is the heaviness of his m other.” That is 
I the Bible. 
W ell, my friends, have not 
some of us been cruel prodigals? Have we 
I not m altreated our Father? And such a 
Father! So loving, so kind. 
If he had 
I been a stranger, if he had forsaken us, i f 
he had flagellated us, if he had pounded 
1 us and turned us out of doors on the com- 
! mons, it would not have been so wonderful 
; —our treatm ent of him; but he is a Father 
so loving, so kind, and yet how many of 
; us for our wanderings have never a polo 
gized. 
We apologize for wrongs done to 
our fellows, but some of us perhaps have 
com m itted ten thousand times ten thou­ 
sand wrongs against God and never apolo­ 
gized. 
I rem ark still farther th at this resolu­ 
tion of the text was founded in a feeling 
of homesickness. I don’t know how long 
this young m an, how many mouths, how 
many years he had been away from his 
father’s house; but there is som ething in 
the reading of my text th at makes me 
think he was homesick. 
Some of you 
know w hat th a t feeling is. Far away from 
home sometimes, surrounded by every­ 
thing bright and pleasant — plenty of 
friends—you have said, “ I would give the 
world to be home tonight.” 
Well, this 
young m an was homesick for his father’s 
house. 
I have no doubt when he thought 
of his father’s house he said, “Now, per­ 
haps, father may not be living.” 


WAS TUE PRODIGAL’S MOTHER DEAD? 
We read nothing in this story—this par­ 
able founded on everyday life—we read 
nothing about the m other. 
It says noth­ 
ing about going home to lier. 
I think she 
was dead. 
I think she had died of a broken 
heart at his wanderings. A m an never 
gets over having lost his mother. Noth­ 
ing said about her here. 
But be is home­ 
sick for his father’s bouse. 
He thought he 
would just like to go and walk around the 
old place. 
He thought he would ju st like 
to go aud see if things were as they used 
to be. 
Many a m an after having been off 
a long while has gone home and knocked 
at the door, and a stranger has come. 
It 
is the old homestead, but a stranger comes 
to the door. 
He finds out father is gone 
and m other is gone, and brothers and sis­ 
ters all gone. 
I think this young m an of 
the text said to himself, “Perhaps father 
may be dead.” Still he starts to find out. 
He is homesick. 
Are there any here today 
homesick for God, homesick for heaven ? 
A sailor, after having been long on the 
sea, returned to his father’s house, and his 
m other tried to persuade him not to go 
away again. She said: “Now you had bet­ 
ter stay at home. 
Don’t go away; we 
don’t w ant you to go. 
You will have it a 
great deal better here.” B ut it made him 
angry. 
The night before he went away 
again to sea he heard his mother praying 
in the next room, and th at made him more 
angry. 
He went far out on the sea and a 
storm came up, and he was ordered to very 
perilous duty, and he ran up the ratlines, 
and amid the shrouds of the ship he heard 
the voice th at he had heard in the next 
room. 
He tried to whistle it off, he tried 
to rally his courage, but he could not 
silence th at voice he had heard in the next 
room, aud there in the storm and the dark­ 
ness he said: O Lord! what a wretch I 
have been; w hat a wretch I am. 
Help mo 
just now, Lord God.” And I thought in 
this assemblage today there may be some 
who may have the memory of a father’s 
petition or a m other’s pra>rer pressing 
m ightily upon the soul, ami th at this hour 
they may m ake the same resolution I find 
in my text, saying, “I will arise and go to 
my father.”

If I resolve after I go home today to yield 
my heart to God th at am ounts to nothing 
at all 
The only alod of resolution that 
am ounts to anything is the resolution that 
is immediately put into execution. 
There is a m an who had the typhoid 
fever 
He said: “Oh! if I could get over 
this terrible distress! lf this fever should 
depart, if I could be restored to health, I 
would all the rest of my life serve God.” 
The fever departed. 
He got well enough 
to walk around the block. 
He got well 
enough to go over to New York and attend 
to business. 
He is well today—as well as 
he ever was. 
Where is the broken vow? 
There is a man who said long ago, “lf I 
could live to the year 1891, by that tim e I 
will have my business m atters arranged, 
and I will have tim e to attend to religion, 
and I will be a good, thorough, consecrated 
C hristian.” 
The year 1891 has come. January, Feb­ 
ruary, March, April, May, June—almost 
half of the year gone. 
W here is your 
broken vow? “Oh,” says some man: “ I’ll 
attend to th at when I can get my charac­ 
ter fixed up. 
W hen I can get over my evil 
habits. I am now given to strong drink,’’or, 
says the man, “ I am given to uncleanness,” 
or, says the man, “I am given to dishones­ 
ty. 
W hen I get over my present habits, 
then I’ll be a thorough C hristian.” My 
brother, you will get worse and worse, un­ 
til Christ takes you in hand.
